(ii) To undertake studies on historical appreciation of 
Development of Irrigation and Drainage and introduce perspec¬ 
tive planning for reseairch in the field. 

(iiil To disseminate information related to Irrigation and 
Drainage by way of publishing journals, research news/digests. 

2.3 (1) To recommend recognition of Centres of Excellence 
in different branches of Irrigation and Drainage and recom¬ 
mend central funding thereof.

(vi) To encourage indigenous industry through loans to 
take up technological development in Irrigation and Drainage. 

(vii) To mOniUM- the progress made by the executing insti¬ 
tutions on research schemes in the field of Irrigation and Drain¬ 
age. 

2.5 (i) To promote and coordinate effective participation 
of India in the international programs related to Irrigation end 
Drainage and to act as national committee for such interna¬ 
tional bodies where required.

(ill) To arrange and conduct semlnnrs/conforences/Work- 
ahopfl, to support mass awareness nroEraros, and to arrange 
R&D review sessions in the Irriga/bu and Drainage. 

3. Meeting 

The Committee ivill meet as and when necessary, however, 
there shall be at least one meeting in a year. 

4. Sub-Committees 

The Committee may appoint a maximum of five .sub¬ 
committees, each of which may have maximum of five mem¬ 
bers. The membership of the sub-comraitioe will be restric¬ 
ted to the members of the Indian National Committee. 

5. Secretariat 

The Secretariat of INCID and its sub-committees_ will 
bo under the admim'strallvc contlol of SfanaainK Director, 
WAPCOS. New Delhi. 

6. Expenditure ; 

(a) Expenditure on account of TA/DA to official mem¬ 
bers be met from the sources from which they draw their 
salaries and I hat to non-official members will be met from 
the funds/grant.s of the Indian National Commiittee on Irriga¬ 
tion and Drainage. 

(b) Expenditure on account of activities of secretariat and 
those mentioned in 6 (b) above, shall be chargeable to K&D 
Plan Provisions.
